A TWO HOURS’ ILLNESS.

C a p t. Chas. A . D ex te r, one of 
the p ioneers of Sedalia, he hav ing 
been a resident of 
the 
city 
for 
thirty -fiv e y ears, died at his a p a r t­ 
m ents, I I I E a s t S econd street, at 
6 o ’clock last nig ht, of neu ralgia 
of the heart, after an illness of only 
tw o hou rs, aged 7 4 y ears. 
C a p t. a nd M rs. D e x te r and their 
little g ra nd d a u g hte r, R u t h D ex ter, 
sp e nt the w inte r in C alifornia, re­ 
tu r ning hom e only a few day s ago, 
a t w hich tim e the form er w as in 
his u su al state of health. 
T u esd a y of this w eek , how ev er, 
he com p lained of not feeling q u ite 
so well, bu t not u ntil 4 o’clock y es­ 
te rd a y afte rnoon did he consider 
him self su fficiently ill to su m m on 
a p hy sician. 
A t tha t hou r D r. T . S. M c F a r ­ 
la nd w as called a nd fou nd the p a ­ 
tie nt su ffering g re a t p ain. 
M e d i­ 
cine w as adm inistered , w hich p ro­ 
du ced sleep , from w hich the su f­ 
ferer nev er aw ok e, he p assing aw ay 
a t 6 o’clock , before the arriv al of 
D r. 
M c F a rla nd , 
w ho 
had 
been 
su m m oned the second tim e. 
T o a D emocr at rep orter D r. 
M c F a rla nd stated tha t C a p t. D e x ­ 
ter had all of 
the 
sy m p tom s of 
neu ralgia of the heart, and it w as 
his belief tha t d eath resu lted from 
that disease 
Besides his dev oted w id ow , w ho 
is a d a u g hte r of the late J ohn B. 
C lark , 
of C inc inna ti, O hio, the 
deceased leav es one son, Chas. S. 
D ex ter, w ho sev eral y ears ago su c­ 
ceeded to the book and s ta tione ry 
bu siness established here 
by his 
fathe r in the 6 0s. 
C a p t. D e x te r w as a nativ e of 
N e w Y or k C ity , a nd his career 
w as an ev entfu l one. 
H e began as 
a civ il engineer for the N e w \ o r k 
a nd E rie and P a na m a railroad s; 
w as for a y ear in charg e of the E rie 
c a na l ; had charge of the Lou isv ille, 
N e w A lba ny a nd C hicag o railroad 
constru ction ; w as w estern rep re­ 
sentativ e and collector for the T a p - 
p ans, the first com m ercial agency 
of A m e ric a ; op ened u p the trad ing 
bu siness in the C u m be rla nd m ou n­ 
tains of T ennessee, and w as ba n­ 
ished by G ov . Isham G . H a rris at 
the bs g inning of the civ il w ar be ­ 
cau se of his refu sal to ta k e com ­ 
m a nd of a C onfe d e ra te re g im e nt. 
H e came north then, and w as as­ 
signed to du ty w ith the F ou rte e nth 
Iow a v olu nteers, re p orting to G en. 
M cC lellan for orders. 
A f t e r the 
w a r he w as at the head of the U ni­ 
ted S tate s secret serv ice in Illinois, 
a nd later had charge of jthe inte r­ 
nal rev enu e bu siness in M issou ri. 
H e established a bu siness in S e ­ 
dalia at the close of the w ar, and 
w as an honored and activ e citizen 
to the day of his death. 
C a p t. D ex te r belonged to G en. 
G eorg e R . S m ith p ost N o. 5 3, G. 
A . R . , and w as nev er hap p ier tha n 
w he n su rrou nded by com p anions 
who fou g ht w ith him in the w a r 
o f the rebellion. 
H e also belonged 
to the I. O . O . F . and K nig hts of 
P y thias, 
a nd 
w as 
held 
in 
the 
highest 
esteem 
by the 
m e m be ii 
o f these orders. 
In the death of C a p t. D e x te r 


the Q u een C ity loses one of its 
v ery best citizens. 
H e did mu ch 
tow a rd m a k ing it the sp lendid city 
it is today , and no p roject was ev er 
adv ocated look ing to the ad v ance­ 
m e nt of Sedalia tha t did not find 
in him a w arm su p p orter, not only 
w ith his influ ence, bu t w ith his 
m oney as well.

TO PURCHASE NEW CARS 


Line May Be Ex tended fro m Fifth and 
Eng ineer Streets—So me Other 
Impro v ements. 


R eceiv ers H e nr y C. F low e r and 
W . F . W a ller, of the electric rail- 
w ay , are g oing 
to im p rov e the 
sy stem here in m a ny w ay s, and, 
w hen com p leted, Sedalia will hav e 
one of the best eq u ip p ed electric 
railw ay s in the west. 
T he addition of a new arc light 
m achine, w hich w ill be in op era­ 
tion this ev ening, w ill be followed 
soon by a new Soo-horse p ow er 
Corliss engine, w hich will op erate 
the cars. 
T he now well filled p ow er hou se 
on E a st B road w a y will then be e n­ 
larged and m a ny new m achines of 
the latest im p rov ed p attern w ill be 
p u t in. T he contract for this w ork 
will be let in a few day s. 
F ollow ing the 
enlargem ent of

A strange 
fieak 
of 
S u nd a y ’s 
storm comes to the k now ledge of 
the W a rrensbu rg S tar. L on R oop , 
a farm er, liv ing tw o miles sou th­ 
east of C enterv iew , w as standing 
ou t in his y ard S u nd ay m orning 
w hen the storm came u p . 
H e noticed a small 
w hirlw ind 
not ov er ten feet w ide come tear­ 
ing tow a rd him, and so terrific was 
its force that fiv e fru it trees were 
torn u p before it read ied him. T he 
small tornado p assed w ithin tw e nty 
feet of him, bu t w here he was there 
was scarcely any w ind at all. 
In the p ath of the storm w^as a 
new barn, well bu ilt of solid oak 
m aterial, and Air. R oop ex p ected 
to see the storm sp ent against the 
strong timbers. 
Im agine his su rp rise, how ev er, 
w hen the barn was tw isted and lit­ 
erally torn to p ieces. H u g e tim bers 
were tak en u d . and w ith all sorts 
A. 
of debris was p iled u p 300 feet be­ 
y ond, w here they cou ld be recog­ 
nized only as a mass of p u lp . 
T he p ile was rou nded u p and 
look ed as thou gh it had been p laced 
by hu m an hands. 
T he storm lift­ 
ed again and a q u arter of a mile 
farther on d rop p ed more of the de­ 
bris. 
It continu ed on its cou rse, d rop ­ 
p ing accu m u lations in its w ak e u n­ 
til finally it sp ent its force.
